Coun. Rome — Pniy <lou't lay that flat- 
tering unction to your soul. Coun. Clarke 
has got more for that ward than you over 
would have done. ' : i " .I 

Coun. Shakespeare — Tho ward lias been 
neglected out of a spirit of retiiliation. 
(Yoice.s — What retaliation?) 

The Mayor — -The ward lia.s h:ul about 
twice as much a.^ cither of tho other ward.s; 
I should like a little of that sort of neg- 
lect myself. If you keep on talking mucli 
longer, Goun. Shakespear'o, those accounts 
can t bo passed and the -people will bo 
kept out of their money. In any ovont 
the Council had decided by its vote last 
week that the work sluill bo proceeded 
with. Tlio question now is whether it 
shall bo by tender or.day work. 

Coun. Shakespeare continued to speak 
of the street committee's report a.s.a one- 
sided document drawn up simply to bene- 
fit a few. Ho know perfectly well that 
any suggestions ho might odor would bo 
rejected, but they would not bo if they 
canio from any other quartor. There 
would be just the same vote now against 
him as there Iiad boon on all previous 
occasions. 

Tho Mayor — i'oiPinust not reflect on 
tlie previous dotdrminations of the coun- 
cil. 

Coun. Shakespeare contiuued slowly. 
Ho would like to know what the proposed 
culverts would cost. (A pause.) 

The Mayor did not think tlie Dgurps 
should be made public just before asking 
for tenders. 

Coun. Shakespeare rciteralod his pre- 
vious contentions with slight variations. 
He regretted to see the councillors take 
so little interest in the important ques- 
tion before tho b.iard. Their actions, if 
not their words, showed tliat they intend- 
ed to support the motion anyhow. 

Coun. Clarke — I do — with both hands; 
and I'm prepared to sit here until 4 o'clk, 

Coun. Smith — It does not matter whe- 
ther the motion passes or not. The Mayor 
-has the power to order tlio work to bo 
done, "The only question is : Shall it bo 
by contract or day work ? 

The Mayor pointed out toCoun.Sliakes- 
pcnre that ho was actually opposing the 
contract system. 

Coun. Sliftkespearo said he was doing 
no such thing, ho was only doing his duty 
in advocating tlie grading and gravelling 
of Pembroke and Princess streets first. 
Ho was sorry to have to talk here so long 
(Coun. Olarke — And get nothing for it.) 
but it was a stand that had to be taken 
sometimes. Ho took it now because the 
people were being trodden on. 

Tlie Mayor — Which people. You say 
that two wards out of three have got more 
than they are entitled to. 

Coun. Shakespeare denied that he had 
said so. He did not want Johnson to have 
more than any other ward. He only 
wanted a fair share. 

Coun. Clarke — You arc going a nice way 
about it to get it. 

Coun. Shakespeare — I know I am. 

Coun. Mansoll — The best way to settle 
the matter is for Yates street w.ard to 
claim her right — all the rest of the rev- 
enue — she is entitled to it, but she wished 
to bo generous and that is how Johnson 
street has already got more than it is 
entitled to. 

Coun. Shakespeare would like Goun. 
AIcLean.tp telbhim the. difference between 
tho cost of a cedar and a brick 'drain. 

Goun. McLean did not propose to give 
him another te.\t for his sermon. 
• Coun. Shakespeare said that tho ques- 
tion was one that required oonaiderablo 
agitation, but ho supposed that when he 
sat down — that is if he did sit down — 
(laughter) a number of -bombshells %vould. 
be firefl at liim and as he would have no 
opportunity of replying to them, they, of 
course, would bo taken as truth. 

At midnight Coun. Shakespeare still 
had the floor and was talking against 
time. Tho audience had dwindled down 
to a quartette and councillors were aend- 
int; f or relays of refreshments.

Supreme Court. 

(Before Chief JusUee air Matthew Baillit Gi-Kbic, 
Mr. Justice Crease and ilr. Justice Crtiy.] 

WjiDNESDAY, July 14. 

Motion for a writ of tmiidairius, requir- 
ing tho Chief Comniissibrior to ' refer dis- 
puted cofferdam rfCcounts between him 
and Reed Bi otliers to arbitration. Mr. 
Drake appeared for Reed Brothers, and 
Jfr. McCreight for the'- Chief Goinmis- 
aioiier. 

Mr. McCreight ai-gued that there was 
no absolute agreement to refer, but only 
that the matter might be referred with 
tho consent of tho Chief Commissioner in 
writing to Kinipple & Morris, and in case 
of their default to an arbitrator to be 
agreed upon between the Chief Commis- 
aioner and Keed Brothers. And that a 
tnit could only issue where thera was a 
legal right or duty cast on the Commis- 
sioner," and no otnor riieans of enforcing 
it than through the vutndamus. Hero 
there was no legal right or duty incum- 
bent on a Chief Commiasioner to refer, 
and there was the other remedy in tho 
shiipo of a petition of right which had 
not yet been attempted by Reed Brothers. 
And again, that if there was any remedy 
by a writ of mandamus it would bo to 
compel the Chief Commissioner to pay 
what should be found due on the account, 
not to refer it to other persons to ascer- 
tain what was due. Referring the mat- 
ter to arbitration in a compulsory way 
would be offending against a riilo of law 
which says that tho jurisdiction of the 
Courts hero cannot bo ousted oven by 
agreement between the parties, and tho 
contention of Reed Brothers, if success- 
ful, would amount to this: that tho Court 
by its writ o{ mandamvs would be oust- 
ing it own jurisdiction over causes of ac- 
tion. , , . 

The learned counsel continued to^ a'tguo 
that the fact of an agreement to refer the 
matter to arbitration cannot bo pleaded at 
bar and quoted copiously to show that 
the jurisdiction of tho Court cannot be 
ousted. The cause of action, he submit- 
ted, did not exist until tho functions of 
the arbitrator had been exhausted an(^ 
definite amount settled. In this instanoi 
tho Court was invoked to order a manda- 
mun to i.ssuo which would literally oust it 
out of its jurisdiction. He held in tho 
.second place that there was good reason 
why arbitration should not be compulsory 
and why tho Court sh.iuld discountenance 
it, inasmuch as arbitrators are not bound 
by law and tlieir decision must be accept- 
ed as final unless it eciild bo shown that 
it had been arrived ;it by fraud or false 
testimony. Ho fur hor contended that a 
iitandciiiuis would iiui lie unless there was 
an absence of any other remedy, which 
was not the case now. In this 
instance tho plaintiffs had their ro- 
luody • to institute ."proceedings by 
petition of right and no legal right 
existed to oust tho jurisdiction of tho 
Court. Tho loai'ned counsel then referr- 
ed to sees. 0, 7 and 8 of tho local Public 
Works Act to show that, a claim having 
been made on tho Chief Oouiinissionor of 
Lnuda and Works, ho. mat/ tender what 
he deems to be just satisfaction for such 
claim, and that unless such offer bo ac- 
cepted within 30 days tho matter must 
then be submitted to arbitration.. Quot- 
ing from Tapping, counsel contended that 
a manJamujs is a high prerogative power, 
and not a legal right, and that it can 
only issuo to command tho performance 
of some public duty and not merely a 
common obligation; the duty must also 
bo imperative, not discretionary. 

Tho Chief Justice remarked that it was 
not improbable tho other side would re- 
ply that the Chief Commissioner being 
a. public officer, they ajiplied for a wiancJa- 
mi(s to compel him to perform a duty in 
his public capacity. 

Mr. Juatico Gr.ay said that it could not 
bo expected the Chief Commissioner of 
Lands and Works could bo compelled to 
exercise a discretionary power. 

The Chief Justice alluded to the fact 
that tho Grown had a discretionary power 
in tho payment of sums of money voted 
by parliament for certain purposes. Tho 
Crown could .either decide to expend tho 
money or permit it to remain in tho trea- 
sury and was responsible to tho House 
for tho manner in which the power had 
boon exorcised. • 

Mr. Justice Gray— There is a case, in 
point. A short time since the Dominion 
Parliamgnt voted tho salaries of two ex- 
tra judges for this Province. Should not 
a mandamus issue to compel the Crown to 
appoint those judges ana pay their sal- 
aries ? 

Tho,Ohief Justice— I'm afraid the jiifm- 
i/ttini(s would not lie in this Court. 

Mr. McCreight, continuing, submitted 
that a Duoirfainus would lio. to compel tho 
performance of purely ministerial duties, 
but the duty must be clear and specific 
and entirely. free from any element of 
discretion. 

Mr. Drake said that tho Public Works 
Act directed arbitration, and that the 

conatruction of that Act was that all con- 
tracts were to bo governed by it and 
disputes under such contracts to bo re- 
ferred to arbitration aa much as if the 
Public Works Act had so specifically laid. 

Tho learned Judges decided that they 
could not adopt this construction, but 
thought, inasmuch as the parties had 
agreed for arbitration in a particular man- 
ner and under tho particular condition of 
tho Chief Commiasionor giving his con- 
sent thereto in writing, that that consent 
in writing could only be given by his own 
voluntary act, and it was not intended 
that tho Court should bo able, and tho 
Court was not able, to compel him to do 
that compulsorily which the contract be- 
tween the parties specified could only be 
done with his written consent. That if 
the Court ordered' him to submit the mat- 
ter to arbitration, provided lie gave his 
consent thereto in writing, his consent 
would still bo a matter within his own 
control and ho might defeat the order of 
the Court by simply withholding that 
consent. Tlieir lordships remarked that 
the agreement was harsh and onesided, 
but if parties entered into such agree- 
ments the}' must aay, as judges had fre- 
quentlysaid under similar circumstances, 
that the Court.'j could not help them.

Many of tho inhabitants of Victoria and 
Eiiquimalt must remember Captain Lid- 
dell when ho was commander of H. M. S. 
Zealous during that ship's first commis- 
sion on this station, and the" announce- 
ment of his death under very distressing 
circumstances will be recoived by many 
with deep regret. The gallant and lament- 
ed gentleman was found lying on tho 
stone stops of h.is residence at Glapham 
House, Morton road, Southsoa, on the 
morning of tho 7tli ult. in a pool of blood, 
having, it ia supposed, fallen front the 
window of his residence during the night. 
The universal feeling of those who served 
with him will be that tho navy has lost a 
respected and valued officer and society a 
most amiable and accom))li3hed man. All 
who knew Captain Liddell hero will en- 
dorse' thisopinion. His war services, were 
not so brilliant as those of some of his 
contemporaries, but we aro not at all sure 
that aa a gunnery oflicor and member of 
various committees on tho manufacture 
and employment of certain kinds of war 
materiel ho did not render justas valuable 
service to his country as any of them. Tho 
Western Daily Mercury of Juno 8th says: 
"Capt. Liddell was born on the 3rd April, 
1833; joined tho navy as cadet in June, 
184G; obtained his firat commission as sub- 
Lieut, August 7th, 1852; promoted to 
Lieut. Juno 2Gth, 1854, and Commander 
September 30th, 1863, obtaining post rank 
September 29th, 1871. Ho saw service 
as Lieut, of the Curacoa during tho Crim- 
ean war and was present at the operations 
beforo Sebastopol 1854-5, for whiohhe re- 
ceived the Crimean and Turkish medals 
and' Sebastopol clasps,". 

The "WtAov ^orks. 

The Mayor and memberj of the Muni- 
cipal Council proceeded yesterday morn- 
ing to Beaver Lake to inspect tho condi- 
tion of tho repairs recently effected to tho 
dam and other parts of the head works. 
The dividing wall, which is 140 feet in 
length, 15 feet high, 7 feet wide ' at its 
base and 2 feet G inchos at tho top, has 
been reconstructed throughout^ the-foun- 
dations being blasted out of solid rock. 
Both tho filters have boon rebuilt and en- 
larged, a great improvement to the west 
one having been effected by blasting out 
200 cubic yards of rook and filling in with 
proper filtering material. The area of fil- 
terage is now double what it was before. 
Gonalderable blasting has also-been ' done 
in the receiver which now contains water 
about 10 feet in depth and as clear as 
crj'stal — so clear tliat the moat minute 
pebble can plainly be aeon at the bottom. 
The . head works aro now in a much 
more satisfactory condition than over be- 
fore, a result that has been obtained by 
the careful expenditure of $5,900.
